Geo. Taylor (Cons., Leeds) wag in- 
formed that 8,716 Ross rifles are now 
in use by the Canadian militia force, 
the permanent ferce and the Novrth- 
West Mounted police. No estimate 
has been made of the number which 
Will be in use by the end of 1910. 

Dr, Roche was told by Hon. Frank 
Oliver that the buffalos located in 
Bik park were purchased by Howard 
Douglas, manager of the Banff park, 
who did not, reeeive anything above 
his regulary salary for his services.

Purc of Supplies. 


Hon, Geo. E. Foster moved a resolu. | Re 


tion that “all departmental supplies 
should be purchased by a competent 
purchasing conumission, through pub- 
lic tender.”” Mr, Foster after char- 
acterizing the present waste as crim- 
inal, laid down two principles that 
should be followed ont, namely, that 
(1)—-Tite country’s money should be 
spent only for necessary odjcets, in 
the order of their necessity. aud 
(2)—Appropriations should go direct- 
ly, with as little deviation and waste 
as possible, to the object designed, 
He pointed to the benefits of pro- 
eedure and mentioned that while the 
daily wiilitia rations cost but twenty 
ets pol day the military college at 
Kingston, with a higher standard the 
cost was fifty cents, The government's 
steamers cost from 27c to $1.06 per 
man per day. Clerks could not buy 
property. It was an expert's business 
and it should be a liie position cx- 
gept as the auditer general, removal 
for good cause. It would probably 
save twenty or thirty per cent., be- 
stdes elevating influence in public 
lide. 


No Objection From Premier. 

The premier in a brief speech con- 
gratulated Mr. Foster on his frank, 
cali way of discussing the question. 
There was no objection to the clause 
requiring public tender though as in 
a private Dusiness, he believed we 
should leave a little latitude to the 
officials as agreed with the principle. 
‘the seceond proposal was a complete 
innovation. All men in authority 
should be responsible and he did not 
think the commission could be com- 
pared to ministerial responsibility. He 
hoped Mr, Foster would be willing to 
withdraw the eecond portion of the 
resolution. 

Mr. R. L. Borden pointed out that 
the government appointed a commis 
sion to build a transcontinental and 
yet surely it was responsible for the 
millions which it spent, He thought 
a commission without abolishiog che 
reepousibility would eradicate the sys- 
tem of middlemen. 

Mr. Vielding reiterated the premier’s 
statement. Public tender Was not a 
universal practice among business men 
nor even corporations. He moved an 
amendment that supplies be purchas- 
ed by public tender and contract as 
far as practicable. The resolution as 
it stood, would mean the abandomment 
of a long established ministerial re- 
sponsibility and would lead to trouble.

First Meeting of Senate Decides to 
Start Classes in September---An 
Historical Occasion. 


The first meeting of the Senate of 
the University of Alberta was held in 
the Odd Fellows’ Hall, Strathcona, 
yesterday, the following members of 
the Senate being present: Hon, Mi 
Justice Stuart, chaucetlor; Hon, A. 
C, Rutherford, Minister of Edweation ; 
Dr, H. M. Tory, president; R, 8 
Jenkins, Dr. W, D. Ferris, James Me 
Caig, Geo, Hareourt, P. J, Nolan, R, 
J. Hutchings, Hon, Mr, Justice Beck, 
J. J, Gaets. Dr. Galbraith, Dr, O 
Boyd, Bb. H, Sharpe and John A. Me- 
Dougall, members of the®tate, The 
members of the Senate absent were 
Dr, J. H. Riddell, Edmonton, Dr, R, 
G. Brett, Banff, and G, A, Kennedy, 
Macleod 

The meeting was called to order 
promptly at 10.30 and on motion of 
Dr, Rutherford and Dr, Tery, Hon, 
Mr, Justice Stuart was voted to the 
chair, Tae chancellor invited Mr. 
N. D, Mills, Mayor of Strathcona, 
to address the meeting Mr, Mills 
beiefly welcomed the chancellor and 
members of the Senate to Strathcona 
and expressed the pleasure felt by 
the citizens when the announcement 
was made that Strathcona was to be 
the University centre for the Prov- 
ince He also assured the Senate ot 
the co-operation of the City Council 
and the people of Strathcona, ia try- 
ing to make the surroundings aecord 
with the dignity of the University. 

Mr, Harold W. Riley was appointed 
secretary of the Senate until such 
time as the university should appoint 
a regietrar, 

Maintenance of University. 

After the formal opening, adaresses 
were anade to the Senate by Dr, Ruth- 
ertord and Dr. Tory; the president ol 
the University Dr, Rutherford men- 


| tioned that 268 acres of land had been 


purchased tor the university site ata 
cost of $150,000, He estimated that 
the land was now worth at least $300,-. 


/ 000. He pointed out that the govern- 


ment had made provision tor the rule 
ning expenses of the ulliversity by 
vrauling twenty per cent, of the tax 
collected under the Corporations Tax- 
ation Act and also 20 per cent. of 
the income from the Education tax, 
He stated that this should be snffi- 
cient for the present to meet the run- 
ning expenses of the University and 
that the government would probably 
assist toward providing for a building 
at a dater dat 

He also called attention to the fact 
that the government had taken upon 
itself the responsibility of securing a 
president of t! university, who is 
with us to-day, He assured the Ben- 
ate that Mie present government are 
liberally disposed toward education, 
nd. no doubt future legislatures would 
be very liberally disposed towards the 
university, and that the present Uni- 
versity Act would be amended in the 
future in euch a way as to meet the 
wishes of the Senate in connection 
with the University, 

An Historical Occasion. 

Dr. Tory, president of the univer- 
sity, made a few remarks, He point- 
ed out that this was an historical oc- 
casion, The establishment and organ- 
ization of a university i @ great work 
in the beginning of which only a few 
ean have the honor of participating, 
He congratulated the Senate upon the 
fact that it was not a work of reor- 
gunizing a disorganized institution, 
but we are founding a university 
which will be for the benefit and up 
building of the Province as a whole 
He congratulated the Senate also upon 
the fact that we have not to deal with 
religious étrife and animosities 1 
the founding of the university, but 
that as a united Province we are start 
ing to bring to puss an institution 
that will aneun anuch to the develop: 
ment of the life ot the community 
He etated that while we were free to 
make our own tradition within the 
Province, that we imust use tradition 
and past experience of sitnilar ineti- 
tutions a a guide aud take from these 
the best they have to offer. He point 
ed out that the establishment of 4 
university would be the culmination 
of the educational system of the Prov- 
ines That in the Provineial educa 
tional cheme the university would 
ustuin a relation to the high schools 
imilar to that which the high schoo} 
would sustain do the elementary 
chool Ae those who pass trom the 
elementary to enter the high schools 
so thoee who had completed the high 
chool course with credit would be 
permitted to freely euter the univer:

Except in the Ohio valleys farmers 
should plant and sow for dry weather ‘n 
Apul, West of meridian 9 and south 
of 45 corn. should be planted for a dry 
season but in the Ohio valleys it should 
be planted for wet weather, East of 
meridian 9 where the ground is listed 
corn should be planted on the ridges and 
west of that lina in the furrow, Oats 
should be drilled shailow east of meri- 
dian and deep west of that line.

INVENTOR PERFECTS 


By Means of Simple Apparatus He Can 
Converse Through Space—Discovery 
of Invention Was the Rebuilt of Ac. 
cident. 


Boston, March % —Charles BR, Alden, 
of: Boston Cottage City, scientist, 
intentor, Artist and direct desdendant 
of the famous Johan Alden of Puritan 
days, believes that he has at last achiev. 
ed the crowning triumph of modern civ- 
ilization by having completed and mace 
practicable a wireless telephone appara: 
tus, 

Mr. Alden, whe os spent several voars 
bending all his ¢ .ergies to the consum- 
mation of this riach-sought invention, 
claims to have already held long con- 
versations with people two miles away 
without the aid of wires by means of his 
curious apparatus alone. 

The method of transmission, based, ne 
states, upon a principle closely allied 
with that of the Marconi wireless sys. 
tem and the phonograph, resulted in 
messages which were clearly and dis. 
tinetly understood, and could, Mr. Alden 
says, with more powerful batteries, be 
made to flash through the air with 
equal effectiveness for hundreds of miles. 

Will Give Public Tests, 

Already the inventor has begun the 
construction of a workshop in New Bed. 
ford, where during the summer he will 
make practical demonstrations showing 
the workings of his instruments and 
proving that distance is no bar to the 
transmission of verbal messages through 
the air. 

Curionsly enough the inventor hit upon 
what he believes is the world’s greatest 
invention by an accident, 

lle has for years been interested not 
only in art, but also in the invention 
of diflerent practicable devices, and one 
day, while he was working over a wire- 
less exepriment with a machine of his 
own make, he accidentally caught bits 
of conversation that were being trans- 
mitted over a telephone wire. 

Quick understand the significance 
of hearing words given off from a re- 
ceiver which was not attached by wires 
to any sounding apparatus, Mr. Alden 
immediately began to bend all his ener- 
xies toward the perfection of a wireless 
telephone. 

To-day, after many long months ot 
painstaking care and Work, he holds 
what he thinks is the greatest wonder of 
science,

Mr. Alden told his inquisitor that the 
music emanated from a phonograph ‘n 
a station ahout 500 yards away. 

“But where are your connecting 
wires’’’ asked the astonished native 

Then the inventor caused his question- 
er to gasp by explaining that he, tho 
native, was listening over the first wire- 
less instrument that the world had ever 
known.

Pte of motoring 50,000 miles. 
Just at present Mr. Gliddon, accompam- 
ed by Mrs. Ulidden and their chaffeur, 
are motoring in their strictly 
car amidet ancient and historic scenes 
of the Holy Land. Despatches received 
a few days ago stated that this noted 
tratellar, who hae motored in 37 conn- 
tries onthe face of the globe, had made 
a epnsational entry inte Palestine, his 
Napier car creating. astonishment and 
eto terror among the natives. No won- 
der for it was the first automobile ever 
éeen in the biblical city of Jerusalem 
and the .inhabitants conld not under- 
stand what manner of evil spirits far- 
nished the propelling power for that 
strange vehicle that moved without he- 
ing drawn Ly horses or Wullocks and ret 
eculd outstrip the flectest Arabian steed 
in speed. 

Ia a letter to a momber of The World 
staff Mr. Glidden states that barring 
unforeston accident he will finieh his 
1,000 mile jotrney during the present 
fear, This tromendoua mileage, which 
represents a distance greater than twice 
the circamfertnce of the earth, will all 
have been accomplished in seren fears, 
ot three rveats less than the time limit 
set for the task—the scar 1910. Before 
commencing hia present tour of Palestine 
Mt. Glidden had added «a mere matter 
of 0 miles motored in Egypt to the 
42,37 miles which he had to his credit 
bofore touring’ ngypt. This gires him a 
atand total of 43,007 milea, leaving a 
little matter of less than seven thotisand 
miles to be covered during the coming 
summer in an oxtended tour of Arabia 
Turkey and Persia which Mr. Glidden 
has planned. 

In tine course of his motoring journeys 
ettending over the last six rears Mr. 
Ghecden has trice completely encircled 
the globe. He was the first to cross 
th. Arctic circle in a motor car, which 
hs accomplished in Sweden in 1903. Ifo 
Mae achieved the distinction of having 
driven an automobile to the most south- 
ety point in the world—a lonely road 
ending in the Sonth Antaretic ocean at 
the southernmost point of New Zealand. 

Mr. Glidden will be remembered local- 
ly Abrough having crossed the continent 
and reached this city in the ‘Napier 
Limited’, in the course of his travels. 
Tho “Napier Limited’ was simply his 
aulomobile equipped with steel wheels, 
which tmede the trip over the Soo and 
Canadian Pacific lines to this city in 
the fall of 194. Mr, Glidden was the 
fitst automobilist to travel in this way 
and use the motive power of his own 
ear on the railway tracks. The car ran 
strictly on a time sehedule, the same as 
any regular train, and Conductor For- 
rest of this citr was the conductor of 
the “Napier Limited” when it arrived 
at the end of its journey bere. 

From thie city Mr. Glidden’s car was 
shipped to Honolulu and Australia ac- 
companicd by the intrepid traveller and 
his wife, who has accompanied him on 
all his travels, It was after making a 
tour of 2109 miles-in Australia he rent 
to, New Zealand and added 1145 more 
milos to his total in the dash towards 
the South Pole,
